HE possibility of raising the level of Gull 


Lake by diverting the waters of the eastern 
branch of. the Blindman River into the Lake has 
once more come to life. This matter was taken 
up at the annual meeting of the Village of Gull 
Lake and two men appointed to look into the 
matter. Now the Board of Trade of Lacombe 
and District has taken up the study arid possi- 
bilities of such a scheme. A committee of two 
was appointed at a recent executive meeting to 
probe into the matter and ascertain its feasibili- 
ties. This committee will report back at the 
annual meeting of the Board of Trade to be held 
on October 17. 


The plan is certainly one which should be 
investigated thoroughly. If the project is not 
feasible, then there is nothing more to do, But if 
it is feasible it should be supported by every -or- 
ganization in an endeavor to get the project,under 
way. It is common knowledge that the lake has 
receded close to 200 yards down the main beach 
at Aspen. It would be necessary to raise the level 
of the lake itself not more than three feet to bring 
this back to normal, so gradual is the slope of 
the beach. 


_ With the lake back to its normal level, one 
can visualize Gull Laké once more as the mecca 
of tourists during the summer. A _ prosperous 
beach community is a more prosperous town and 
district. Back to ifs normal level, a more beau- 
tiful summer resort will result. Both are ideals 
which should be striven for. 


Chamberlain the Peacemaker 


HE Treaty of Versailles is taking quite a 


® beating these days. The world rejoiced in 
1919 when the Treaty between the Allies and.the 
German nation was signed. Now the world re- 
joices that another clause of the. Treaty has been 
forsaken and done away with. Since 1930 the 
German nation has re-armed—against the terms 
of the treaty; they have seized the Rhineland— 
against the terms of the Treaty; they have an- 
nexed Austria—against the terms of the Treaty, 
and now they fave been granted a slice of Czecho- 
slovakia, which, however much democrats may 
wish to claim does not belong to them, is truly 
German property—in language and in race. 

One of the official spokesmen who attended 
the great four-power conference last week stated: 
“You must remember that we are correcting a 
grave mistake we made at Versailles.” That is 
all. They have corrected a mistake which was 
made almost twenty years ago, : 

Some will criticize the British Government 
for “giving away to dictators” and the “lost pres- 
tige of the British nation,” but citizens of Eng- 
land, the British Commonwealth of Nations and 
the world in general will thank Chamberlain for 
his efforts in averting a general European war. 

For, it war had come, Britain would have 
been fighting against a nation which was demand- 
ing only what was rightfully theirs. Of this there 
is no doubt. No matter how one might dislike or 
detest dictatorships, in this case Germany had a 
rightful demand. The British Government realized 
this, and in true democratic spirit acted accord- 
ingly. Their actions were a sign of true great- 
ness. The predominant blessing to the rank and 
file is “war has been averted.”

Pacific Stepping-Stones 


(From the Auckland Weekly. News) 

'N agreement between Britain and the United 

States concerning Canton and Endenbury 
islands has at length been reached. These are 
requisite stepping-stones for effective communi- 
cation, especially by air, across the Pacific; in 
particular, it was realized some time ago that 
their use in this way would simplify the practical 
problems associated with a service between Am- 
erica and the British lands of the distant south- 
west. Hence the eagerness of the United States 
to establish, by occupying these-two islands and 
notifying the occupation, a claim to possess them. 

Against this, however, could be set a prior 
British right, which had not lapsed in spite of a 
measure of national neglect, and this right was 


pressed, In the course of discussion it became 
evident that the best end to all dispute about the 
matter would be a_ reciprocal arrangement by 
which each nation would be assured ample facili- 
ties in the Pacific for aviation, and that a shared 
use of these two desired bases would be feasible 
as part of the arrangement.

Amongst all the hours and hours of broad- 
casting devoted to the European crisis last week, 
one of the most significant, and all revealing 
phrases was uttered by a radio announcer, obvi- 
ously quite unconscious of its deep meaning, when 
he informed the world that steps were being 
taken to ensure the “orderly dismemberment of 
Czechoslovakia.” “Dismemberment” is good! The 
dictionary meanings are as follows: “To divide 
member from member,” “to separate a limb from 
the body,” “to disjoint,” “to tear to pieces.” 

Poor Czechoslovakia! She is,expected to sub- 
ject herself without murmuring to the gradual 
dismemberment of herself—the orderly tearing 
to pieces of her land, the separation of her out- 
flung limbs. A surgeon at least gives an anaes- 
thetic, but Czechoslovakia must submit. without 
hollering, as long as the butchers are orderly in 
their disjointing, tearing apart and dismembering, 
although she knows full well her whole body 
will be cut up. 


Before a major operation, the patient is at 
least consulted and told the chances of pulling 
through, but at the “Four-Power Conference,” 
Czechoslovakia was not even represented. Her 
body was discussed, and dissected, without so 
much as “by your leave.” 


Am I sounding ungrateful to Mr, Chamberlain, 
Monsieur Daladier, Il Duce and Der Fuehrer, 


- when they have averted war, and settled (?). the 


controversy? There is, however, one question I 
would like to ask, exactly what have they settled? 


If there be a controversy, there must be two 
sides to the question, and as there was only one 
side represented, how can anything be settled? 

What actually happened, judging from events, 
was, that the German leader met the heads of 
three of the other European powers, and told 
them exactly what he intended doing, and the 
other powers okayed it, as long as he proceeded 
in an orderly way! Afterwards they all sat down 
to a huge banquet and mutually congratulated 
themselves on being fine fellows filled with the 
milk of human kindness (and good Rhine wine). 
Great, wasn’t it?—but what a prospect—while we 
are rejoicing and being so grateful that there is 
to be no war NOW, wouldn’t it be fitting and kind 
to pause for a’ moment and think of the eleven 
million odd Czechs and Slovaks whose lives and 
property are in jeopardy? I am not ungrateful 
to Mr. Chamberlain’s efforts, as they ensure safety 
for me and mine for the time being, but I am 
ashamed that the starch in the British lion’s tail 
has so lost its virtue that smal] nations can no 
longer hope to see justice done them, or protec- 
tion from aggressors accorded them, by appeal- 
ing to the once unbiased judgment of a great 
people. 

If Hitler has a sense of humor, how he must 
be enjoying himself now. He has obtained exact- 
ly the same terms he demanded at Godesberg, 
terms the French and English so heroically repn- 
diated; he has got what he wanted by giving his 
bond to “dismember” his present victim in an 
“orderly” manner. 

Chamberlain is being acclaimed by the man 
in the street, but when the man in the street has 
had time to think it over, he will in all probability 
feel a little ashamed that a small nation had to 
be betrayed to ensure peace, 


We are told that the Czech problem has been ° 


solved—how has it been solved? It has certainly 
been solved to the satisfaction of the German dic- 
tator, who can now go ahead secure in the knowl 
edge. that the once powerful democratic nati 
of France and England will not lift a finger’ to 
help Czechoslovakia. In a year, maybe only a 
few months, his demands will be stepped up, and 
there will be some more talk, some more feasting 
and mutual back-slapping, and the net result will 
be the same, some more lopped off Czechoslovakia 
—in an orderly way, of course! 

Perhaps it may be thought that I am _ not 
aware of the plebiscites to be taken. The plebi- 
scites are not worth a serious thought. The draft- 
ing of Germans into these areas will be done with 
the same cleverness, far-sightedness and thorough- 
ness as the placing of agitators into the Sudeten 
areas. Shouldn’t Hitler learn to treat his minori- 
ties at least half as well as the Czechs have treat- 
ed their German minorities before he shrieks his 
horror of the treatment accorded his suddenly be- 
loved Sudeten Germans? 

The question of the Czechs and Slovaks he- 
coming in 1919 the sovereign people where for 
sO many years they had been the subject, is not 
fully understood by the world; it is complex 
enough for those living right on the spot, but this 
point surely can be understood by the¢most un- 
versed in European affairs -why should a min- 
ority of 3% millions dictate and trample under 
a people of eleven million odd, simply because it 
(the minority) is backed by a great power? 

Hungary will be the next to be absorbed in 
the German Reich; the peasants are land hungry. 

Soon there will arise a German Empire so 
powerful that the other nations of Europe will 
be mere ciphers. 

It won’t be long now before Der Fuehrer will 
demand and get the one-time German colonies 
back, those colonies for the reoccupation of which 
he has already many trained men and women in 
special training centres. Worse still from the 
point of view of the British Empire, how long 
before the desire to throw off the white man’s 
yoke manifests itself with more or less violence 
in India or South Africa, with their vast colored 
populations?—perhaps even our Boer friends 
might feel like repeating 1899-1902 while the nose 
of the lion still trembles. Already there has been 
serious unrest in Jamaica, apropos of which the 
Germans wish to establish an air base somewhere 
in the West Indian Islands. Any connection? Ger- 
mans have even put in a bid to build a pipe-line 
from the Turner Valley oil fields to Vancouver. 
An octupus has many tentacles! What about Anti- 
costi? 

But, we must rejoice, for Peace has been ob-

I ve much appreciate the 
logic in the following paragraph 
in your editorial; dealing with 
the 1938 crop as compared with 
the disastrous ‘hae of the pre- 
vious season: “It means that the 
farmer will have larger expenses 
to meet. All this added labor and 
materials mount up to cold, hard 
cash, and the farmers of the West 
are, on the whole, singularly 
short of this necessity.” 

There are far too many of your 
contemporaries here in the East 
who measure the cash value of a 
crop by the following terms : 
“The Government at Ottawa on 
behalf. of the Western grain- 
grower has obligated itself ito 
pay 80c for every bushel of wheat 
grown this year in the West. 
And on the basis of a 350,000,000 
bushel crop this is a commitment 
of $280,000,000. Thus- writes 
The Mail (Halifax) on Sept. 16th.
